But if th e treatm ent of th e poor by th ese 
people is ex ceptionally tender, th eir abuse 
0» ail dumb animals is infamous. 
Th ere is 
no ex ception to th is. 
A h orse, a mule, or 
an ox is a beast of burden to be drived and 
loaded to th e last limit, and th en pounded 
und goaded incessantly.* Centuries of th is 
sort of th ing h ave positively given th ese 
animals h ereditary traits of demure patience 
and ch aracteristic h umility th at are pa­ 
th etic. 
A caballero will spur and lash h is 
pony to its utmost speed, dismount at h is 
destination with a parting kick at th e ani­ 
mal, wh ich is no bigger th an its rider, and 
th o panting pony’s h ead will instantly drop 
between h is knees, wh ile it will actually 
go to sleep th ere with a look upon it» face 
wh ich says as plainly as words can, “I am 
sure to be awakened from th is needed rest 
by a blow.” 
And th o mute proph ecy conies 
true. 
Th e Cuban mule h as been pounded 
into a submissivenes» th at h as actually re­ 
moved from 
h is ch aracter all 
of th ose 
marked eccentricities wh ich h ave made th e 
mule th e h elpful friend of th e paragraph er 
everywh ere else in th e world. 
Here th e 
latitude and longitude of h is ears, th e quiver 
of h is under lip, th e restlessness of h is tail, 
or th e sudden curvature of h is spine mean 
noth ing. 
He is sh orn of dynam itic powera 
He is not worth illustrating. 
Th e ox and 
th e h eifer are worked and goaded to despera­ 
tion, wh ile th e bull is reserved for life th at 
h is life may be taken from h im by demoniac 
torture. 
You will find h ere th e most primitive 
meth ods in th e application of th e use of do­ 
mestic animals to th e needs of agriculture 
and commerce. 
Havanna is a great city, 
but could you h ave walked th e streets of 
old Granada, Madrid, or Barcelona MX) 
years ago, you would h ave viewed pre­ 
cisely th e same street scenes as you will see 
h ere to-day. 
You can not find in Cuba a 
dray or a four-wh eeled wagon. 
Th e two­ 
wh eeled cart is used for all h auling pur­ 
pose* 
It is really a great affair. 
Th e 
wh eels are frequently ten feet in diameter, 
th e felloes six inch es broad and as th ick, 
th e spokes are big as your leg, and th e h ub 
like a h alf-bush el basket 
Th e bodies of th e 
carts are euormoua 
Many are covered 
like th ose “emigrant wagons” our ancestors 
“came west” in, and are also provided with 
great rush pouch es wh ich dangle and sway 
underneath , wh ile th e sh afts are togeth er 
Larger th an th e little mule's wh ole body. 
An iron pin is sh oved th rough th e end of 
th e ax le to h old th e wh eel in place, and 
wh en “greasing'* h as been overlooked th e 
sh rieking and groaning of a bevy of th ese 
carts are equal to th e waitings of th e old 
Ked river trains th at once trailed out of B t 
Paul to th e far-away Hudson’s bay coun­ 
try. 
Ponies are rarely used in th ese carta 
Th e mule, h eifer, ox , and sometimes bull, 
are th e motive power, and wh en it is re­ 
membered th at everyth ing brough t into 
Havanna in th e nature of fruits and pro­ 
duce by th e guajirue or country people, 
save th at portion transported in h uge packs 
and pouch es lash ed to a mule's or 
a pony’s 
back, all cartage between wh olesale and re­ 
tail establish ments, ail th e mo v ing 
of h ouse­ 
h old furniture, and all th e vast movement 
o f freig ht 
to and from th e do cks o f th is, the 
eig hth ranking co mmercial capital o f 
th e 
wo rld, are acco mplished ex clusiv ely by 
th e 
use o f such metho ds o f co nv ey ance, so me 


idea of th e primitiveness and picturesque­ 
ness of th e every-day working of such a 
system may be formed. 
I h ave stood a t ferry entrance» h ours to 
study all sorts of Cuban people; but th e 
carts, th e way th ey are equipped and 
driven, th eir contents, and, above all, th ese 
carreteros, wh o are h ere at th eir greatest 
because of th e crowding and blustering, 
h ave always possessed th e liveliest interest. 
Here may be a mule-cart loaded with 
fodder from th e country, th e little mule 
absolutely obscured
